SEOUL, Dec. 5 (AP)—United 
States pilots today reported 
shooting down five Red MIGs and 
damaging five in the tenth 
straight day of jet warfare over 
North Korea.

The Wednesday bag raised the 
United States toll of Red jets in 
10 consecutive days to 32 shot 
down, one probably shot down, 
and 31 damaged. Announced Al- 
lied losses are six jets. 

The Fifth Air Force's reported 
totals for the war now stand at 
132 MIGs shot down, 26 probably 
destroyed and 292 damaged.

PARIS, Dec. 5 (AP)—United 
Nations General Assembly Presi- 
dent Luis Padilla Nervo said 
today Russia and the Western 
powers are clarifying their posi- 
tions in secret disarmament talks 
here. 

As the fifth session of the Big

| ended today, however, there was 

no indication that West and East 
had reached any substantial 
agreement on their divergent 
views as to how to end the world’s 
arms race. 

At the close of the meeting, 
Padilla Nervo, who presides over 
the secret talks, told reporters: 

“It is my personal opinion that 
never before in discussion at 


which I was present have the 
problems been so clarified. In 
certain aspects the clarification 
of the respective positions showed 
that there were not great differ- 
ences of opinion, while in other 
aspects it was made clear on 
which points there were differ- 
ences.”

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The substitute unit control. bill 
for St. Louis public schools, 
which was scheduled for final 
reading 2 passage by the Sen- 
ate today, was placed on the in- 
formal calendar by its sponsor, 
Senator David A. Hess, St. Louis 
Democrat. 

While the placing of a bill on 
the informal calendar can be in- 
terpreted as killing the measure, 
5 may be removed from the cal- 

endar later. Hess refused to say 
what his plans are for the bill. 

“Some proponents of the bill 
have informed me they are now 
opposed to the legislation because 
job protection provisions for 
teachers under present laws were 
defeated when the bill was per- 
fected last week,” Hess observed. 
Today would have been the third 
reading of the bill. 

Filing of the substitute bill last 
month sidetracked the Board of 
Education's original unit contro’ 
bill, which has the support of 
labor groups and other organiza- 
tions. | 
The St. Louis AFL Central 
Trades and Labor last night con- 
demned the substitute bill on 
grounds it would repeal protective 
statutes relating to teachers. A 
resolution said the substitute was 
being opposed because it would 
deprive teachers of their rights 
relating to appointment and pro- 
motion on a merit basis, seniority 
and job security and the right to 
a public hearing before dismissal, 
promotion or pay cuts.” 

Early this year the Central 
Trades indorsed the original unit 
control bill as satisfactory.

Webb could not predict how 
Hungary will respond to the 
United States demands. He said

Should Show Improvement.

Hill birds in 
the Ozarks seem to be in greater 
numbers than they were last sea- 
son, but there is a decided de- 
crease in the bottoms, possibly 
due to the hatches being drowned 
out in July and August. The im- 
mature and unorthodox bob- 
Whites of November will be 
nearly full grown this month and 
hould greatly enhance the shoot- 
ng. Lespedeza, cowpeas, soy- 
ans, and shattered corn left in 
the fields by mechanized corn 
pickers will entice the birds back 
to where they should be, instead 
of in outlandish, unheard-of 
places for a well-behaved quail to 
take up residence. 
Many hunters complain of the 
fact, that after the covey rise, 
they are unable to locate the sin- 
gies. This is principally due to 
the very dense cover which af- 
fords the birds the opportunity 
of running great distances after 
their flight. If the cover is 
sparse, they seldom risk traveling 
in the open and will conceal 
themselves as soon as possible. A 
few leaves, a swale thicket, or a 
fallen tree top is usually their 
goal. With the heavy cover pre- 
dominating this year, they will 
travel great distances afoot and 
completely fool the best of dogs. 
If December proves to be a rea- 
sonably dry month, this season 
could equal those of the past few 
years. 

Good Dogs Are Scarce. 
There is nothing in the realm 
of the outdoors more beautiful to 
behold than a brace of good bird 
dogs. Because of the necessity 
for a short season, good dogs 
these days are few and far be- 
tween. It is almost impossible to 
give a dog adequate training in 
the 51 days allotted to quail hunt- 
ing. No doubt, in days gone by 
when hunting pressure was far 
less than at present, seasons long- 
er, and bag limits greater, the 

Es were superior as a whole to 
the dogs of this day. 

Birds were more plentiful in 
those days, yet as late as 1931, 
Aldo Leopold, in his report, 
Game Survey of the North Cen- 
tral States,” said, “A ‘curious fact 
encountered during the survey is 
‘that there was no quail shooting 
for sport by local residents in the 
Ozarks until very recently.

Architectural planning of public 
* buildings by experienced architects in 
private practice results in a saving to 
the public and also tends toward more 
‘efficient and functional planning. 

In all due respect to an engineer’s 
Statement to the contrary, my experi- 
“ence as the architect for the St. Louis 
Board of Education from 1930 to 1935 

has shown me that planning and de- 
signing by privaté architects is very 

desirable and should be given serious 

consideration by all public bodies. 


A public office does not elicit much 
efficiency from employes mostly be- 
Cause of patronage. Very often ex- 
penses in a department cannot be re- 
‘duced due to pressure from higher up. 
‘This effects the employment of better 
talent. The personnel of such an office 
after a period of years finds itself 
in a rut. In other words, the result is an 
element of progressive stagnation. 
‘There is not the same incentive to 
progress and the urge to keep in step 
“with modern design and functional 
planning. 


Another reason for the unprogressive 
‘and uneconomical public planning de- 
‘partment is that an outstanding archi- 
“tect of experience is not, as a rule, 
available for appointment to supervise 
the design and planning of public build. 
‘ings, because such architects are needed 
in private practice. Consequently, they 
‘are not interested in employment under 

‘salary in a public office, which tends to 
*- stifle their architectural ability. By and 
large planning done in private architec- 
“tural practice is moré efficient and eco- 
nomical.

Something, it has seemed evident all along, 
might one day master and set at naught the 
devastating flow of the wit of George Bernard 
Shaw, but we never thought it would be a hy- 
draulic lifting device.

Now the irresistible force which would drive 
a third act through a railroad timetable has met 
its master in the immovable curtain. A thorough- 
ly un-Shavian performance every way around, 
we would say. That stuck curtain was a piece 
of stage business worthier ‘of a work like 
“Helizapoppin’” than of a product of the author 
of “Saint Joan.” And unlike the cast headed 
by Miss Uta Hagen, the Messrs. Olsen and John- 
son, we have every confidence, would not have 
been hemmed in by any such trifle. They would 
have broken through, around, under and per- 
haps over the intransigent curtain, whooping 
and hollering. 

Low comedy may not be as respectable as

Three recent developments in the campaign 
for improved public transportation in the St. 


Louis area provide encouraging signs for the 


future. 
First, the Chamber of Commerce has an- 
nounced that major motor carriers and cartage 
operators. have agreed to co-operate in restrict- 
ing pickup and delivery service downtown in 
the rush haurs.

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The Easy Way Out 


The Federal Communications Commission 
took the easy way out of the news slanting“ 
case involving radio station KMPC in Los Ange- 
les. G. A. Richards, owner of KMPC and two 
Midwestern stations, died while the FCC was 
investigating charges against him. So the com- 
mission renewed the station licenses in behalf 
of his widow, in effect dropping the case. 

Yet the charges against Mr. Richards were 
the most shocking of their kind ever to come 
before the FCC. Two former newsmen at KMPC 
had accused him of ordering them to distort 
radio news in behalf of his own political, re- 
ligious and racial bias. 

They said, for example, that they were told to 
“emphasize” the Republican party and “de-em- 
phasize” the Democrats, to quote Westbrook 
Pegler’s opinions as news, and to emphasize. the 
Jewish faith of various members of the Roose- 
velt Administration and even of a murdered 
gangster. 

They said they had to broadcast this report 
on the death of Charles Michelson, Democratic 
publicity chief: “The man considered by many 
as the smear artist for the Roosevelt regime 
died today in Washington.” And they said Mr. 
Richards criticized them for qualifying this with 
the words “considered by many.“ 

These were grave charges, and they were be- 
fore the FCC for about three years. Yet the 
death of Mr. Richards left an easy escape and 
the FCC has taken it, with a notable dissent by 
Commissioner Paul Walker. He said the public 
importance of the issue required, at the very 
least, a finding of fact and of law. 

Mr. Walker is right. The public ought to know 
whether it has protection against dishonest radio 
news. 


Poor Place to Pinch Pennies 

If our City Administration follows form, it 
will take no action on the request of the Bar 
Association of St. Louis for employment of a 
third attorney in the Public Defender’s Bureau. 
Yet many people will regard this relatively 
modest request as well worth while. 

The main task of the Public Defender’s Bureau 
is to handle cases of alleged first offenders who 
are unable to hire counsel. It also defends re- 
peated offenders when directed to do so by the 
courts. But the two attorneys in the bureau are 
so overworked that they cannot keep up with the 
business at hand, with the result that arraign- 
ments and trials of their wards are often delayed. 

Accused persons in felony cases who can not 
make bond are confined until trial. If they are 
first offenders without means to hire a lawyer, 
chances are they will spend more time awaiting 
trial than another defendant with money to hire 
an attorney. This is not right. Every defend- 
ant—not just those with money—is entitled to 
a speedy and just trial. The City has picked a 
poor place to pinch pennies.

Its findings clearly recognized the ever- 
expanding character of pressure politics, 
the constant discovery and use of new 
techniques, the impact of concentrated 
economic power on our national life and 
the increasing finan- 
cial and social cost 
of lobbying. 

All these facets 
are visible in the ed- 
ucational lobby. Con- 
ventional methods 
are combined with 
the latest offerings 
of educational psy- 
chology to reach to- 
morrow’s voters 
through today’s 
classroom  indoctri- 
nation. 

Reminiscent of the 
days of Insull, the 
National Association J. Austin Burkhert 
of Real Estate 
Boards has instigated the writing of text- 
books on real estate which are currently 
being used in 127 colleges and universities. 

Merwin K. Hart’s National Economic 
Council sends out gift editions of its pub- 
lications to innumerable schools and col- 
leges; the leaflets distributed by the Com- 
mittee on Constitutional Government to 
school children have reached a circulation 
of 5 ,000, 000 or 6,000,000. 


A Defensive Viewpoint 


But more potent instruments are also 
being used to tell the Big Truth and to 
sell the economic system to the American 
public: motion pictures, posters, plant 
tours, radio programs, film strips with 
records, television shows and even comic 
strips.

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Between Book Ends 


Sophocles as a Living Force 
SOPHOCLES, by Cedric H. Whitman. (Harvard Uni- 
versity Press, 292 pas., 5 

Mr. Cedric H. Whitman, who teaches 
Greek and Latin at Harvard University, 
and who is himself a poet, has undertaken 
a re-interpretation of the great Greek 
tragic dramatist, Sophocles. His book is 
both important and readable. 

Scholars have had a tendency. as the 
novelist E. M. Forster has pointed out, to 
regard Sophocles as “a kind of enlightened 
bishop.” He has been seen as a conserva- 
tive defender of the faith. dealing out di- 
vine punishment for the tragic flaws of 
his heroes. Such a view fits academic 
definition of tragedy better than it fits 
the facts of the Sophoclean plays. 

“Tragedy lies deeper than religious or 
political conservatism,” writes Mr. Whit- 
man. Sophocles was not concerned to ra- 
tionalize evil or justify the gods. To him, 
as to most men of fifth century Athens, 


there was all too little evidence of the 


justice of the gods. He is concerned, 
rather, with asserting man’s individual 
moral independence: “man is responsible 
to himself as the repository of the ideas of 
justice and morality.” Inherent conscience, 
the divinely heroic within man—this, not 
conformity to arbitrary external law, is 
the quality of the Sophoclean hero. 

This thesis Mr. Whitman develops 
through close scrutiny of the surviving 
plays. Antigone, for instance, is not the 
victim of false pride: her desire to bury 
her brother is a desire for simple right- 
eousness. In opposing Creon, she is the 
“ideal citizen” opposing the “lawless rul- 
er.” In opposing her, Creon opposed the 
divine in man, not an external divine law. 
Sophocles, then, “was not a reactionary 
who hated the Sophistic movement and re- 
fused its every assumption”; like the 
Sophists, he employed a human measure. 

Sophocles was fully in accord with the 
intellectual and social spirit of his own 
time. He “offered no objection whatever 
to the theory that divinity was.man made. 
He simply adhered to the conviction that 
it was man’s greatest and most wonderful 
creation, and demonstrated in the heroic 
actions of his plays the tragic steps by 
which man created it. Like all the men 
of his time, except perhaps Euripides, 
Sophocles ceased to look for justice from 
Zeus, the gods, or the inanimate world in 
general. He found it in man’s own soul. 
. » His emphasis is an inward one, cen- 
tered wholly upon the individual, who has 
in him the divinity to create di Pn 

Again, this is a very important 
It demonstrates fully the fact that each 
age must write its own books, reinte 
ing the classic writers of its traditions. 
Mr. Whitman’s work should push into the 
discard piles of yellowing lecture-notes. 
eee oe ee ee 
successful fusion of imaginative 1

Such books are too rare to go unnoticed.

So do the instructors directing 
the modernization of the Turkish 
army in a friendly, workable col- 


. Jaboration with the Turkish gen- 


eral staff. 
Class in Engines. 


A force of 1300 American mili- 
tary men extends back into the 
primitive mud villages. They are 
teaching the newest techniques to 
the young Turks, a large percent- 
age of whom are peasants unable 
to read or write and to whom 
even a hammer is a tool they 
have rarely seen. At the outset 
they are given an intensive course 
in reading and writing. 

Turkish officers trained by 
Americans do most of the actual 
teaching of the troops. In one 
large classroom new conscripts 
are being instructed in the rudi- 
ments of the internal combustion 
engine from models broken down 
to show the intricacies of this 
basic device of the twentieth cen- 


tury. 

Outside the same building an- 
other Turkish officer is using a 
loudspeaker to instruct a class in 
how to operate an army truck. 
Each soldier stands beside his 
vehicle with the hood up and 
spare parts spread out in front of 
him, reciting the rudimentary 
facts that American youths pick 
up with little conscious effort in 
their early teens. 

In a signal school elements of 
telecommunication are being 
drilled into other solemn-looking 
young Turks who sit in close- 
packed rows in rooms almost en- 
tirely devoid of heat. Six weeks 
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reason our foreign poliey is work- 
ing here is the able direction he 
has given it on the military side. 

Reflecting that Pearl Harbor 
was just 10 years’ ago, one is 
brought to a sharp realization of 
how profound is the alteration in 
world power. Before 1941 the 
Germans and British and some- 
times the French carried out this 
kind of training assignment. But 
that it should have been con- 
templated by the United States, 
with its small, isolated and large- 
ly outmoded military establish- 
88 would have been unthink 
able. . 

The first jet trainers from 
America are now being turned 
over to the Turkish air force. The 
jet fighters to be integrated’ into 
four air groups, however, are 
slow in coming, as is other equip- 
ment. But the very fact that jet 
groups are part of the goal is a 
measure of the change being 
wrought in the Turkish armed 
forces. 


U.S, Pays the Bill. 


Shortly after the first of the 
year an air strip will be com- 
pleted that will be capable of tak- 
ing the largest planes now built 
or planned. The importance of 
this development is hard to ex- 
aggerate. Even more important 
is the Turkish army of 24 divi- 
sions, with an effective reserve 
rapidly approaching half a mil- 
lion, These are men who will 
fight to the very end for their 
homeland in the face of Soviet 
aggression. 

But how to sustain this force 
short of a never-ending levy on 
the American economy is a prob- 
lem that has not yet been com- 
pletely faced up to. The goal must 
be to step up the Turkish econ- 
omy as the military is being 
stepped up. Progress has been 
made in that direction, but in the 
very nature of this complicated 
economic problem it is much

Seventy-five per 
cent of the Cuban Indian popula- 
tion, placed at several millions, 
was wiped out by these diseases, 
he said.

I CONGRATULATE YOU, Mrs. P. There are thousands 
of working wives (and mothers) who would like to say they 
are not looking for a chance to make money.

Missionary Tells 


This is the last of a series of 
articles by an American mission- 
ary who has just returned to the 
United States from Red China. 
The writer, a Maryknoll mission- 
ary, was expelled by the Reds 
following a jail sentence climax- 
ing months of harassment and

HEN the Communists took 
W over our county in south 
China by guerrilla attack, 
they issued a proclamation that 
there would be complete religious 
freedom. 

Not long after the Reds ar- 
rived, a soldier brought me a 
large poster written and signed 
by the Red county commissar, 
and sealed with the official seal, 
saying that religion and church 
property were to be protected, 
and nothing was to be removed 
without the express permission of 
the commissar. 

Although all their books and 
indoctrination courses were filled 
with anti-religious propaganda, 
some of the minor Red officials 
were sincere in their belief that 
religion was to be left free and 
unmolested. 

The higher-ups had other plans 
but they did not care to make 
them known until their hold on 
the county was more firm. 

The first anti-religious remark 
was brought to me a month later. 
One of the Red workers watch- 


Sunday was overheard remark- 
ing, “This time next year the 
church will be empty.” 

Although Christians in our 
neighborhood were uneasy, church 
attendance increased irctead of 
dropping off. When the local 
public school opened in the fall 
it had new teachers and a new 
principal. I was told that the 
new teachers were approved by 
the county educational office and 
that anyone who went to church 
could not get a job. 

Despite these ominous signs of 
what was coming, on the first 
Christmas afte 


history in the parish. 
When our free school for the 
poor of the village opened after

New Year’s day we were visited 
by a delegation from the county 
educational office. They told the 
teachers that the school must be 
registered in the county office. 

This meant that we would have 
to use anti-Christian teachers, ap- 
pointed by the Reds, while we 
paid all the bills. I gave each of 
my teachers à half year's salary 
and regretfully closed the school. 

In December, 1950, 16 members 
of the anti-Communist under- 
ground were taken from jail and 
executed on a hill directly oppo- 
site our mission. I felt that the 
executions were meant as a Warn- 
ing to me and to the Christians. 
On that same day a total of 67 
persons was executed in our 
county. 

During this time, the Reds sent 
out orders for all foreigners to 
report at certain public peace 
bureau offices for the purpose of 
“alien registration.” Many mis- 
sioners were never allowed to re- 
turn to their missions again. 
Others were sent home to house 
arrest. Some were jailed and held 
for public trial. Still others were 
deported. 5 


KNOW of 10 Chinese priests, 
personal friends of mine, who 
are stili in jail because they re- 
fused to sever themselves from all 
Christian churches outside China. 
According to figures I have 
seen, at least seven Catholic 
bishops and 100 priests have been 
killed by the Reds. Actually I be- 
lieve the numbers should be 
higher. When the murders of lay 
brothers and nuns are added to 
the list, martyrs among the clergy

Nineteen bishops and 300 
priests of various nationalities are 
now imprisoned in filthy Chinese 
jails, and also countless Chinese

HE missioner was lifted to 
his knees after the blow and 
forced to kneel during the re- 
maining hours of the trial. As he 
knelt two other accusers hit him 
with their fists. 

His second accuser, an old 
woman, said he had starved her 
husband to death in a refugee 
camp during the war with Japan. 
The third accuser, another school 
teacher, charged that he had 
treated an old man so badly that 
he committed suicide by eating 
glass. 

The charges were absurd inven- 
. 
we wn for par- 
ticularly to refugees, many of 
whose lives he saved. Neverthe- 
less, the mob demanded the death 


penalty. 

The judge pulled a paper from 
an inside pocket and read the 
sentence: “Expulsion for life from 
China.” 

I was locked up for six months 
under guard before I was finally 
expelled from China. During the 
numberless interrogations I was 
forced to undergo, I

any laws.”
